Abolition of Seat Rents, 


. During the past year careful 
consideration was given to pro- 
posals for substituting free will 
offerings for fixed seat rents of 
$15 per annum.. A meeting of 
seatholders held on the 24th No- 
vember, 1929, approved the scheme, 
following which a circular was 
issued, enclosing a budget of es- 
timated income and expenditure in 
1930 and appealing for support. 

‘Under this scheme, a donation, 
whatever the amount, entitles the 
donor to a seat or seats during the 
year in which the donation is made, 
donors thus obtaining a vote in the 
Management of the Church's 
affairs, 

While the result of the appeal is 
very satisfactory to date, a fur- 
ther $1,000 is required to balance 
the estimated budget and the Com- 
mittee trust this will be fortheom- 
ing. There’ are still some seat-
